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President’s Message 


This month I have been looking into radio controlled (rc) model airplane 
flying. This interest was stimulated by talking to Andre Dugas KF5PAM 
and friend Bret Walker KF5PAL, who were testing for Extra Class at our 
January club meeting. I believe some of the re airplane hobbyists acquire 
ham licenses in order to use a portion of the 433 MHz band to communicate 
with their airplanes and also to use radios with more power than might be 
legal for non-ham hobbyists. I dabbled in this hobby as a young person us- 
ing a plane attached to a cord that flew in a circle and used a small glow- 
plug internal combustion propeller motor. Nowadays it seems that most 
hobbyists us electric brushless propeller motors and lithium polymer batter- 
ies that can keep them flying from about 5 to 30 minutes. The American 
military started using a “model sized” drone with this technology, the RQ- 
11 Raven, in about 2001, at a cost of about $175,000 each. In these applica- 
tions the model airplane can have a camera mounted. The “key chain” cam- 
era is probably the cheapest at $8 plus the cost of a micro SD card. The 
“GoPro” camera at a cost of about $300 can make HD recordings and also 
be set up to stream video. Some Louisiana enthusiasts have mounted a ther- 
mal vision camera (about $4,500) to stream down live video for night hunt- 
ing of wild hogs using a hobbyist foam airplane with re control. The typical 
hobbyist plane is made out of a crash resistant foam such as EPO strength- 
ened with some carbon fiber rods in the wings. When you stream down live 
video, using a plane mounted transmitter, it is possible to pilot the airplane 
from the ground using FPV (first person view). There can be a delay in the 
transmission so that the FPV pilot might need assistance responding to wind 
or obstacles. You can now add flight stabilization, GPS sensing, and te- 
lemetry for altitude, battery strength, temperature, and such, so that an auto- 
pilot can be mounted in the airplane that can execute functions such as stay- 
ing in the bounds of a GPS defined “fence” or return-to-home automatic fly- 
ing upon loss of control signal. 

The FAA is currently developing new guidelines for regulation of civil- 
ian drones. The hobbyist model airplanes with FPV and autopilots are in a 
sort of gray area for the time being. An earlier regulation issued in the 
1980s confined hobbyists to an altitude of 400 feet but did not anticipate 
GPS and autopilots mounted in their planes. They have since required that 
hobbyists can not take camera shots or video for profit and must observe 
reasonable privacy standards. The Academy of Model Aeronautics AMA, 
roughly like the ARRL of ham radio, provides an important insurance bene- 
fit to members. The AMA advocates using FPV and GPS equipped models 
only within line-of-sight range and in the company of a competent model 
pilot that can take over control should the FPV equipped ground controller 
become disoriented. 

One of the most interesting YouTube videos shows an FPV recording of 
a model airplane lifted by a balloon to 33,000 meters and follows it’s de- 
scent to earth.

ARRL Centennial: A Century of Amateur Radio and the ARRL 


After Guglielmo Marconi proved the feasibility of radio communication in 
1901, three distinct groups of radio experimenters and stations appeared: The US 
Navy, commercial operators, and Amateur Radio operators, derisively called 
"hams" (meaning bad operators) by commercial and Navy operators. Early hams 
took up the name with pride! 

Soon there was chaos in the ether, as hams interfered with commercial and Navy 
stations. To curb that problem, Congress passed the Radio Act of 1912, requiring 
all amateurs to get licenses and to operate at wavelengths of 200 meters or shorter, 
spectrum considered worthless at the time. 
When hams first began to pass message 
traffic, the typical ham station's range was 
measured in tens of miles, or a few hundred 
miles for the best-equipped stations. So hams would relay messages from sta- 
tion to station until they reached their destination. 

One night in April 1914, Hiram Percy Maxim, 1WH, in Hartford, Con- 
necticut, was unable to contact a station in Springfield, Massachusetts, to 
send a message. Maxim reached another ham at the midway point of Windsor 
Locks, Connecticut, and that station successfully relayed the message to 
Springfield. 

This event made Maxim realize that there should be an organization to : 
promote smooth and reliable message relays. In April 1914 he presented his BRE a Oundes Hranh etsy 
thoughts to the Radio Club of Hartford, which agreed to sponsor the activity, using the name Maxim chose -- the 
American Radio Relay League. In February 1915, the ARRL separated from the HRC, and incorporated as a non- 
profit entity. 

By March 1915, it became obvious that a publication was required to disseminate information to the 600 relay 
stations on the ARRL's roster. Maxim and Clarence D. Tuska (HRC Secretary) privately funded the first three issues 
of QST to meet that need. The first issue was published in December 1915. Next: A look through QST's first issue.

PAUL’S PORK ROAST 
Submitted by AARA Member Paul Scallan, Sr. KSVSH 


1 Boneless CENTER CUT PORK 
LION ROAST 


2 Seasonings (see below) 


Seasoning: 

I use Tony Chaceries Creole Seasoning or mix one part of black/white/red 
pepper with a 4 part of salt and a % part of garlic powder. Make about three 
(3) tablespoons full. Whole Cloves of Garlic (about 8) 

Method: 

Cut off excess fat from roast and retain. Cut fat in 1” squares. 

Poke holes in fat side of roast, using a slim knife (2 holes down the roast 
about 4 times). Run your finger into the holes to enlarge. 

Put a teaspoon or so of seasoning in each hole, then cram in a clove of garlic 
into the hole, and cap with a bit of the reserved fat. Add the remaining 
seasonings to the outside of the roast. 

Flour the entire roast and brown on all sides in 2” of oil. Best to use a cast 
iron pot. Make a “tent” of foil to cover the roast and bake at 350° F for 
approximately 1-1/2 hours, turning once and adding a little water, every now 
and then. 

Gravy: 

Depending on how big your roast is and how much your family likes gravy. 

Use 2 to 3 chicken bouillon cubes One can or package of Beef Gravy 

Adjust your thickness with flour water.
